The State of “srael has inherited many bad traits from the 
period of British oppression. On every turn one meetis lawa, prac- 
‘tices and customs dating from the days of our enslavement: censor- 
ship, detention camps and road curfews, unheard of laws and 
regulations, 
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‘Tt is, of course, quite permissible to learn from other 
nations, especially in the fields not covered by the ancient 
Hebrew laws and customs, But while learning and copying, one 
must be careful not t> imitate evil practices. Howewer, even 
in Britain we find sometimes acts worthy of EiGhat tone 


Just to-day we have read in papers about Britain refusing 
U.N.O. to send observers to one of her ecolynies. 


Not to Britain herself, mind, Nobody in the U.N.O. would 
think of sending observers to British coasts to see that no men 
of military age arrive in Britain. No person in its senses would 
think »9f sending a Swedish general to the port of Liwerpowl ts 
ascertain whether or not arms are being loaded there , destined 
for some country to which arms shipments are forbidden vy the 
U,N.O. <Any motion to this effect would only produce laughter in 
Britain and elsewhere. In this case, however, only a gentle hint 
was made that it would be desirable to send observers to certain 
British colinies. Not to Britain herself, but to some countries 
ruled by her. Not to order wie British out of those countries, 
put just to see 1f people in those colonies did not suffer hunger 
and privation. Just in case there might be among the natives 
gome detainees or refugees that should be taken care of like the 
Arab refugees are. The aim was philantropic, not political, The 
despatch of observers: was proposed with no intention of making 
territorial cuts or encroaching on the administrative authority, 
but just see with what bad grace the British took the prepesal and 
with what firmness they rejected iti - 


Now come and see how the State of Israel permits itself and 
its sovereignty to be treated, How it suffers hundreds of foreign 
soldiers to infest it, sticking their noses into every hole and 
erack, staring at and wagging theiy tongues about every able-bodi ed 
young Jew, every vantage point, every ship at the coast, 


In this case not a colony but a metropolis, a so-called s%- 
vereign state is concerned, 


In this case it would be worthwhile tc learn something from 


the British, to wit: how tc feel ourselves at home as free as. 
they feel themselves in territories under their imperialist heel. 
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
